Dr. Wernher von Braun, Dep¬ 
uty Associate Administrator for 
Planning for NASA, said at the 
University of Akron recently 
that the space program in Its 
study of hostile environment 
may provide solutions to the 
problem of a hostile earth en¬ 
vironment, noisy, over crowd¬ 
ed, and polluted with foul air and 
water. 

‘•THE SPACE PROGRAMS 
Involve survival in an environ¬ 
ment that is either hostile by 
nature, like outer space, or hos¬ 
tile because of things man him¬ 
self has, caused. There Is a 
great deal of similarity, there’s 
no question about it," von Braun 
stated. 

He said that he was grati¬ 
fied at the tremendous aware¬ 
ness among the public, parti¬ 
cularly among the young, con¬ 


cerning our environment. 
“People are suddenly aware of 
the fact that this reckless dump¬ 
ing of refuse in the rivers, 
reckless chopping down of 
trees, or establishing strip 
mines and so forth, that this 
can’t go on forever. 

IN COMPARINGSPACE tech¬ 
nology to environmental tech¬ 
nology, von Braun said that in 
some respects solving the prob¬ 
lems of ecology are far more 
difficult. “There were no con¬ 
flicts of human interest involved 
in putting a man on the moon. 
The moon isn’t owned by any¬ 
one. We were not stepping on 
anyone’s right-of-way by get¬ 
ting there," he said.

Mortality rates Jumped from 
18.4 per 100,000 population In 
1951 to 39.1 In 1966—an in¬ 
crease of 113 per cent. Signifi¬ 
cantly, upward of 75 per cent 
of the most widespread lung 
form—epidermoid cancer— has 
been linked to smoking. 

MOREOVER, according to the 
American Cancer Society, of all 
the cancers, lung cancer takes 
the highest toll In male lives, 
with about 50,000 men perish¬ 
ing from it yearly. 

But that some 10,000 women 
also die from It each year, and 
that the disease, more and 
more, is snuffing out women’s

You take dumping refuse In the 
rivers - factories that right¬ 
fully are accused of being reck¬ 
less In this respect. They have 
to survive against other com¬ 
panies who are producing the 
same product If you saddle 
one company In this competi¬ 
tive environment with a local 
ordinance, saying that they can’t 
dump their refuse lntothe river 
In which they have been dump¬ 
ing It for 25 years, and the 
same legislation doesn’t apply 
to their competitor, you might 
destroy the company,” he ex¬ 
plained. 

“LET ME GIVE YOU an en¬ 
tirely different example,” von 
Braun continued. “The people 
in Los Angeles complain about 
the smog. There Is a very, 
very simple answer to abolish¬ 
ing smog In Los Angeles. Make 
it a law that no one is permitted 
to drive his automobile and the 
smog will disappear overnight. 
You can’t do that for obvious 
reasons. You see, this Is not 
a scientific or technological 
problem, but a problem of hu¬ 
man relations of conflicting hu¬ 
man interests.”
